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BRYAN IS NOMINATED

Unanimous Choice of Kansas
City Convention.

ON A FREE COINAGE PLATFORM

Wobstar Duvis Arealgus the Repabilonn
Party for Loek of Sympathy
fur tha Buers,

Eunens  City, July 6. —Willlam
J. Bryan, of Nehruska, was tonight
unapiwondly placed in pomination as
the Demoaratio candidate for president
of tho United States, on o platiorm ops
poxing  fmporialism, militarism and
truste, sl specitionlly declaring lor the
-m; cuiunge of nilver st the ratlo of 18
to 1.

The nominstion oaxme an the culmina-
tlon of & frenzled demonstration in
hopor of the purty loader, Insting 27
winutes, and giving utterance to all
the pent-up emotions of the vast mul-
titude, It followed nlso a flerce strug-
gle throughoot the last 86 hours con-
verning the platform declaration on
glilver and on the relative position
which the wsilver question is to main-
tain 1o the other greaMissues of the day.

It was Iate this aftevnoon when the
convention wiis ut lust fuceto fuce with
the presidentisl npomination. Early
in the day there had been tedious de-
layn, due to the iuabliity of the plat
form committee to reconcile their dil-

forences and present a report.  Until
this was rendy the convention munagers
beguiled the time by puiting forward
sposkers of more or less prowinence to
kéép the vast audience from beocoming
too reatless.

The first sesslon, beginning st 10
o'olock this momiong, was entirely
fruitloss of reaults and it was ot un-
til late in the afterncon, when the seo-
ond session had begun, that the plat-
forin committes was st lust able to re-
port an agreement. Already its main
fentares, embodyiog the 16 to 1 prinel-
plo, had becowe known to the dele
gaton, and there was little delsy in
glving it nosnimous approval. This
removed the last chance for an open

pture on questions of principle and

t the way clour (or the sopreme

centof the day—the nomisution of the
prosidential candidate.

The vast suditorium was filled to it
utmost eapacity when the moment ar-
rived for the nominalion to he made.
Not only wero the usual iacilities af-
forded by tickets taxed to the utmoss,
but the doorkeepers were given liberal
{nstroctions, under which tho sisles
andd nreas and all available spaces were
packed to their fullest limit. Whea
the onll of states began for the purpose
of placing candidates in nomination,
Alabams yielded its place at the head
of the st to Nebraska, and Oldham, o}
that state, made his way to the plat-
form for the initial speech, placing Mr,
Bryan in pomiuntion for the presi-
denoy. The orator was strong-voiced
and entertaining, yet to the waiting
delegates and spoctators there was but
ons point to his speech, und that was
the stirring tion which closed
with the name of William J. Bryan,

This waas the signal for the demon-
deation of the day, and with n com-
aion purpose, the great conourse joined
i & tribute of enthusinstio devotion to
the party leader. All of the intenaity
of former demonstrarions apd much
more was sdded to this {inal tribute to
the lender.

When the demonstration had spend
{tanlf, the speeches seconding the nomi-
pation of Mr, Bryan were in order,
Then came the voting, State aftes
state recorded its vote in behali of the
Neotwasks candidate, giving him the
ansnimouy vote of all tho stales and
torritories. The convention managers
bad already agreed that this was suffi-
olent work for tho day, and the vice
presidontial nomination was aliowed
| t0 go over until tomorrow.

Next to the demobnstrution [or the
pavty candidate, the gréeting of the
announocamant that imperialimn was to
be the paramount imsue of this cam-
paign was tho most spontavecus and
signifioant of the day.

Another stirring event of the day
wan the sppoarance of Webster Davis,
wx-assistant secretury of the Interiox
nnder MoKinley's ndministration, in &
speach severely arraiguing the Repub-
lican party for it4 lnck of sympathy for
the Boors and formally snnouncing hig
alleginnce to the Demooratio party.

DEMOCRATIC PLATFORM,

Impariaiiem A 4 as the Fara-
mount Lesue,

Kanssa Oity, July 6.—Following is
the official text ol the platform s
ageod wpon by the commitise on reso-
lutions and pressnted to the conven-
tlan:

We, the representatives of the Damo-
oratio party of the Ublted Hiates, as-
sembled in national convention on the
anniversary of the ndoption of the Dec-
lamtton of Independence, do reaffirm
vur faith in that fmmortal proclama-
tlon of the inalienable rights of Ameri-
ecans and onr allegiance to the constitu-
tion framed in harmony therewith by
the fathers of the republic.

We hold with the United States so-
preme oourt that the Declaration of
Independence is the spirit of our gov-
ernment, of which the constitution is
the form and letter. We declare again
that all governments inntituted among
men derive their just powers from the
oconsent of the governed; that uny gov-
erumont oot based upon the consent of
the governed is tyranny; and that o
impose apon any people a government
of foroe 18 to sbstitute the methods of
imperialism for those of the republic.

Bolieving in these fundamental prin-
eiplos, we denounce the Puerto Rican
law enscted by a Repablican ocongreas,
againost the protest and opposition of
the Democratio minority, as a bold and
open violation of the nation’s organic
Inw and & flagmnt breach of the na-
tional good faith.

We condemn and denounee the Phil-
ippine policy of the prosent sdministra-
tion. It has embroiled the republio in
an unnecessary war, sacrificed the
lives of many of its poblest sons und
placed the United States, previonely
known and applanded thronghout the
world as the champion of freedom, in
tho false and un-American position of
crushing with military force the efforts
of our lormer allies to achieve liberty
and sel{-government.

We oppose militarlem, J¢ megns
conquest abroad and intimidation knd
opmession at hume. It means the
strong arm which has ever been fatal to
fres lustitutions.

We plodge the Democratic party to
an uncessing warfare in nation, state
and city against private monopoly in
every form, Existing laws against
trusts must be enforced and more
stringent ones must be enacted provid-
ing for pablioity asto the aflairs of
corporations enguged in interstate com-
merce and requiring all corporations to
show, before doing business outside of
the state of their origin, tbhas they
have no water in their stock and that
they have not attempted and are not
attempting to monopolize any business
or the production of any articles of
merchandise.

We condemn the Dingley tariff law
as A trost bresding measure.

We reaffirn and endorse the princi-
ples of the national Demooratic plat-
form adopted at Chicsgo in 1890, snd
we reiternte the demanund “of that plat-
form for an Amerioan financial plas
form adopted by American people
fur thomselves which shall restore and
minintain a bimetallie price level, and
us part of such system the immediate
restoration of the free and unlimited
coinage of silver and gold st the pres-
ent legal ratio of 16 to 1, without wait-
ing for the aid or consent of any othex
nation.

We [svor an amendment to the fed-
eral constitution providing for the slec
tion of Untied States senators by direct
vote of the people, and we {avor direot
leginlation wherever practicable.

We are opposed to government by in
junction; we demounce the blacklist
und favor arbitration as & means of set-
tling dispates between corporations and
their employes, >

We favor the lwmedinte construo.
tion, ownership and control of the
Nicaragua canal by the United States.

We favor an intelligent system ol
im proving the mid lands of the West,
storing the waters for purposes of irris
gation and the bolding of such lands
for notual settlers, .

We fuvor the continuance and striot
enforcement of the Chinese exclusion
{aw, and ita application to the same
olnsees of all Asiatio races.

Speaking, as wo helleve, for the en-
tire American nation, exoopt 1ita Re-
pablican office holders, and for all free
men everywhers, we extend our sym-
pathies to the heroio Boers in their un.
equal struggle to muaintain their liberty
and independence.

Believing that onr most cherished
institutions are in great peril, that the
very oxistance of our constitutional
republic is at stake, and that the decis-
jon now to be rendersd will determine
whether or not onr children will enjoy
thesa blessed privileges of {ree govern-
ment which bhave made the United
States great, prosperons and honored,
wo earnestly ask for the foregoing dec-
laration of principles the hearty sup-
port of liberty-loving American people,
regardless of previons party afiliasions.

The Ticket Filled.

Kanms City, July 7.—The Demo-
eratic national ticket was completed
toduy by the nomination of Adlui E.
Stevenson for vice-president. The
pnominaticn was made on the first tal-
lot, stato after state jolning in the wild
seramble to record thelr support of the
winning oandidate. It was not se-
companiad by any such frantic demon-
gtration of approval an had marked tho
proceedings at pravious stages.

GIVEN A FREE HAND'

Japan Will Try to Suppress
the Trouble in China.

HAS THE CONSENT OF RUSSIA

Thirst for Wleod Kpresding in ALl the
Northern Proviness—¥Prines
Tuan's Caup o' Elal,

fnm, July 7.—Tho Russisn gov-
ernment apnounves that iy will give
Japan a frea hand w apply military
foree in Chine, The teruis of this con-
rent are summirized in the subjoined
disputeh from Bt, Petersburg, noder
inte of July 6:

“Under inguiry from the Jspaneso
cabinet regarding the dispateh of Ja-
punese troops to China to render aid to
the foraigners.in Pekin, the Hussian
government declared Jone 27 that is
left the Jupanese government full lib-
erty of action In this conpsction, as
the Tokio cabinet expressed itw readi-
ness to sct 1o full sgresment with the
other powers,”" .

It is in consequence of this, no
donbs, that Japan is preparing to em-
bark 20,000 more troops. Political
considerations that were thought to
have been influencing the action of the
powers are thus lald eside for & wo-
ment, st least, by the governments
supposed t0 bhuve the clearest purpose
respecting Chinn's futore. Japan's
sending of troops cun have ittle bear-
l:xonlhamaui the [oreigners in Pe-

in,

Baron Haysshi, the new Japanese
minister, who arrived iu London Fri-
day, smid that 10 days wonld probably
be requived for the carrying of troops
to China. His dictated statements
contained these sentences:

“If all the conditions Japsn has
saked wera conceded, | see no resson
why Japun should not undertake the
task of soppressing the trouble. 7The
powers are ail ngreed in wishing to pat
down the rebellion. tut it does not
seotn - that they are agreod on the
wenns. '’

From this anthoritive witerancs it is
inferred that Japan demands condi-
tions; and that the concert of the pow-
ors is a little jangied.

Details of further borrars in Pekin
are gathered by correspondents at
Bhanghni from Chinese sources, espe-
clally of the slaughter in the Chinese
and Tartar city of thuusands of native
Christiuns, o that the cupital reeks
with carnage. The ruthless thirst for
blood is spreading in all the northern
provinces; snd wherever there are na-
tive Christians the scenes enscted in
the eapital are reproduced in minixture.
From these provinces nothing farther
somes reganiing the legution lorecs,
axcept m repetition that they are all
dead. The correspondents aver that if
the Chinese officials in Shanghai
wished to throw light on the real state
of affiirs in the capitsl they could do
so, and, therafore, the worst reporis
are acoepted as true.

Prince Tuan's conp d’etat is de-
scribed by the Shanghai correspondent
of the Daily Mail an n sequence to the
grand couneil of ministers at which
Yung Lin sdvocated the suppression of
the Boxers promptly. The dowager
smpress gave her whale support to
Yung Lis, and a scone of disorder en-
sued, Prince Toan passionately inter-
vened, backed by Kand Yi(h, They
rushed from the council, and their par-
tisans raised the ory, ‘‘Down with the
